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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant asserts Moriya (US Pat. # 
6,571 ,060) is non-analogous prior art. The Office does not agree with this argument as Moriya is referenced as prior art for its relation to 
gears, and material of its gears. Moriya is directed to. a "Driving mechanism of optical device" which is outside of the Electrophotography 
art, but in contrast to the Applicants arguments, Moriya uses two gears with different bending elastic modulus for the purpose of reducing 
noise generated at the gear meshing portion without compromising the durability of the gears. It is well-known to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to reduce "noise" by reducing vibration, which causes the "noise". It is understood that the applicants invention is directed at 
"minimizing the effect of gear pitch error by reducing impluse and velocity variations on the gears." But as stated above, the Office takes 
the position that the "reduction of noise" taught by Moriya, teaches "reducing vibration (or impulse variation)" claimed in the present 
invention. 
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
